gent man and woman was needed and 
the over-emotional attitude of some 
people regarding the use of animals 
for experiment should not be allowed 
oO retard progress. As to treatment 
encouraging results were being ob- 
tained but he ulttered a strong warn- 
ing against quack “cures”, 


The necessity of early diagnosis 
emphasized the importance of contin- 
uation educational efforts, He pleaded 
for personal effort and co-operation 
‘oO promote the crusade against can- 
cer, 


Rt. Hon, Sir Lyman P, Duff, Chiet 
Justice of the Supreme Court who is 
Chairman of the King George V can- 
cer Fund, which is devoted to Cancer 
research, expressed the thanks of the 
gathering to Dr. Little and to Their 
Excellencies he expressed the appre- 
ciation of those .present of their un- 
remitting sympathy in all worthy 
causes, “which was recognized throu- 
shout the length and breadth of Can- 
ada and which evoked a grateful re- 
sponse in the hearts of every one.”
